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THE PRESENT PHASE OF THE CHINA QUESTION. 

ConSIDERABLE excitement has been caused during the last 
few days hy the rumour, which reaches us from several well- 
informed sources, that the Chinese Government have re- 
solved to repudiate all their Treaties with foreign Powers on 
the pretext that the stipulations in them for the protection 
of churches and missionaries constitute an injurious iuter- 
ference with the internal affairs of the Empire. Without 
placing implicit reliance on the truth of the rumour referred 
to, we cannot but perceive that the Chinese note to the 
Swedish Commissioner, which will be found in another 
column, justifies some apprehension. The unaccountable de- 
lay in the publication of the Correspondence on the Revision 
of the Treaty of Tientsin, and the total absence of any official 
communication from Mr. Wabr on the subject of the 
recent Circular to the foreign Ministers, have no doubt 
contributed to the present general uneasiness. Within 
the last two days, however, the Blue-book containing 
this Correspondence has been laid before the House of Com- 
mons, and a vésumé of its contents will be found in our pre- 
sent issue. This publication is, unfortunately, unaccompanied 
by any explanation of the cause of Mr. Wape's protracted 
silence ; and the embarrassment of the situation is increased 
by the facts that no progress hag been made in the negotia- 
tions between Caune How and the French Government, and 
that no steps are ascertained to have been taken on the part 
of our own Government to hasten the solution of the ques- 
tious at issue. There is no doubt that all these causes com- 
bined bave brought our relations with the Chinese Govern- 
ment into a state of difficulty which may well justify anxiety, 
but which may easily be cleared away by the enunciation of 
such decided views as Her Masgsty’s representatives and 
other British subjects interested can agree upon, and which 
Her Masesty’s Government may be persuaded to pledge 
themselves to support. 


BILLS OF LADING FOR THE FAR EAST. 

In another column we publish a verbatim report of the 
meeting of merchants and others interested in the Far 
East, which was held on Tuesday last, for the purpose of con- 
sidering the best course to adopt iu regard to the unfair 
stipulations introduced into bills of lading, to which we 
have referred on previous occasions. We are happy to. say 
that the meeting was largely and influentially uttended, and 
it resulted in the appointment of a committee of gentlemen, 
whose names are a guarantee that the object they have in: 
view will be accomplished with aos little delay as possible. 
The arguments against the obnoxious clauses were so ably 
set forth by the chairman, by Mr. Maaniac, and the 
other speakers, that it would be idle for us, who have 
already expressed our opinion on the subject, to attempt to 
add anything to them now. We would however suggest the 
advisability of the Hon. Secretary of the Committee address- 
ing a circular letter to the most important shipowning firms, 
inquiring whether it is their intention to insist on the reten- 
tion of these clauses, or whether they disclaim them and 
abide by the regulations which have been found to work to 
the mutual advantage of shipper and merchant as long as 
marine insurance has been established. This step would 
clear the way for future action, and might, in fact, greatly in- 
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fluence the form of a Parliamentary Bill of Lading, framed 
with due regard to the intcrosts of all concerne|, aud made 
the law of the land. 








OUR BURMESE VISITORS. 

In gyr last issue we gave some extragts from ScRUrATOR'R 
letter {p the Standard on the character of the so-catted Bur- 
mese Mission. Scrutator appeared ta have fallen into the 
eryor, of which wa cquid hardly have expected a member of 
the East India United Service Club to be exnpable, that the 
real status of the Papen Woow ond his friends was for a 
mament miguaderstood by anybody, except, perhaps, the 
Liverpoot Chamber and one er two persons at the Foreign- 
office. The whole affair was put into its right place immedi- 
ately after the Liverpool festival drew attention to it ; and the 
only good that Scrutator has done by his letter has been to 
elicit a reply, signed by the Papay Wooy, which is about as 
handsome a corroboration of ScrutaTor’s allegations as the 
writer hinagelf could expect, but whieh nobody else required. 
In this communication the Papen Woon expressly states that 
he has never in any way, either“ by letter or speech, de- 
“ gorlbed himself, or assumed to be, an ambassador or envoy 
“ aeoredited by his sovereign in European diplomatic form, 
“the rules of which are unknown at his Court.” This 
sentenee, short as it is, comprises the whole gist of the 
Pavan Woon's lengthy but unsatisfactory letter. The re- 
mainder is filled with maudlin thanks for, the warmth of 
* his reception,” and saccharine compliments on the “ wonder- 
ful manufactures of every variety,” which are encouraged in 
our great country, including, no doubt, the encouragement 
of the manufacture of “ missions.” The letter of the PapEN 
Woon reads more like the claptrap appeal of aspry American 
than of the dignified and experienced representative of an 
Asiatic Court, educated in European diplomatic forms so re- 
cently, and by so great an authority es Lord Datnousis. 
We hope our friends in Liverpool will not feet aggrieved at 
the present “lame and impotent conclusion ” of their some- 
what precocious hospitality, for we can assure them it has 
had no worse effect than to excite a smile. The Papry 
Woon, now that he has been informed of “the rules of Eu- 
ropean diplomatic form,” of which he professes his previous 
ignorance, will no doubt feel it due to himself to write home 
to his Sovereign for the credentials—which he appears so un- 
accountably to have thought unnecessary, but the nature of 
which some at least of: his eutte are quite able to inform him 
of—before he avails himself of any more of the “ traditional 
English hospitality to strangers,” which was initiated at 
Liverpool. In the meautime other less “ gushing” consti- 
tuencieg may possibly see the common sense of postponing 
the “ proverbial hospitality, &c.,” until the Kra's diploma 
comes to hand. And, lastly, the King of Buran, if he be 
well advised, will lose no time im removing any misunder- 
standing that may exist with reference to the authority of 
those of his subjects who have come amongst us, and whom, 
when out Government is quite satisfied of their position and 
object, it will be able to receive with the courtesy due to the 
representative of a frieadty Sovereign, and without danger 
of provoking the resentment or ridicule of his Court. 








THE BLUE-BOOK ON THE REVISION OF THE 
(on: CHINA TREATIES. 

The “Correspondence respecting the Revision of the Treaty of 
Tientsin,” which has just been presented to the House of Com- 
mons, is a Blue-book of no less than 466 pages. It opens with 
copies of the addresses presented by British merchants to Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, on his visit to the ports in 1867, and the cir- 
cular addressed by Sir Rutherford Alcock to the Consuls in China, 
requesting them to put themselves in communication with the 
mercantile communities within their jurisdiction, with a view to 
the revision of the Treaty for which an opportunity presented it- 
self, by lapse of time, in June 1868. At the same time Lord 
Stanley, then Foreign Secretary, addressed a similar circular to 
the Secretaries of Chambers of Commerce in the United Kingdom 
inviting suggestions from them. 

In the following September Mr. Consul Robertson forwarded to 
Sir Rutherford Alcock translated copies of a circular despatch 
from the Chinese Board of Foreign Affairs, forwarded through the 
Acting Imperial Commissioner, Tseng-kwo-Fan, to the superin- 
tendent of Customs at Canton, together with that officer's reply. 
Mr. Robertson on this occasion remarked that the despatch of the 
Boreign Board wag “reasonable enough,” but the Haekwan’s reply 
wag “an anomaly, and {proved either obtuseness or inability to 
learn anything.” "The despatch, it should be mentioned, merely 
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requested information and suggestions with a view to the contem- 
plated revision. In his reply the Hackwan suggested that in- 
ereased restrictions should be placed on foreign vessels engaged 
in the coasting trade on penalty of confiscation, and that the 
Governor of Hong Kong should be requested to give instructions 
to the Consul there to take stringent measures for preventing 
the smuggling of opium and foreign merchandise. Mr. Robertson 
explained that this apparent ignorance was the more remarkeble 
because if one question had been debated more than another, it 
wag smuggling, and Mr. Robertson had repeatedly explained that, 
tha colony beiig a British sottlement, Chinese jurisdiction could 
not prevail there, and that, being a freo port, the Governor nei- 
thor knows nor has anything to say to what cither comes in or goes 
out of it. This being so well known, it is impossible that the 
Tlaekwan could have been acting candidly in endeavouring to 
throw the onus of smuggling, which undoubtedly exists, on the 
Tfong Kong Government as the author of it. 

The Memorial of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce explain- 
ing the views of that body with reference to the principal points 
in the contemplated revision—the right of residence in the in- 
terior, the satisfaction of unredressed claims on the Chinese Go- 
vernment, the suppression of illegal exactions, the proper appli- 
cation of tonnage dues, the improvement in the constitution of the 
Mixed Court, and the privilege of inland navigation—must be so 
fresh inthe recollection of our readers as torequire no more than the 
mere recapitulation of the heads of the suggestions contained in it. 
This memorial showed conclusively that the Treaty had failed, not 
from its nature, but from its interpretation ; not from defects in- 
herent in its provisions, but from the mode in which those provisions 
had been carried out. It proved the necessity that the principles © 
enunciated in the treaty should be embodied in action; that any 
attempt on the part of the Chinese Government to evade its stipu- 
lations should be speedily checked ; that subtle arguments for 
curtailing its stipulations should be rebutted ; that illegal levies 
should be suppressed; and that the securities for tho administea- 
tion of justice should be held with a tight hand. 

Mr. Consul Winchester, in his comments on this memorial, 
(November 7, 1867) described it as the temperate expression of 
the views of the mercantile community, with which he sym- 
pathised, though he felt bound to differ with some part of it. He 
proposed that foreigners should have the right of inland naviga- 
tion, but that tho issue of transit passes should be confined on- 
tirely to goods and produce conveyed in licensed boats. He ex- 
pressed his opinion that it was not desirable that the poyts 
formally oponed to foreign trade on the seaboard should be mul- 
tiplied either in China or Japan because of the waste of mercan- 
tile capital exhibited in the British concessions at Chin-kiang, 
Kew-kiang, and Hankow. He proposed that, at the various points 
along the river which are centres of trade and population, there 
should be established Customs warchouses and landing-places, 
which would involve the residence of foreign agents in other 
places than the open ports, and that the right of inland residence 
and travel, under passport regulations, should be therefore re- 
quired. With regard to tonnage dues, Mr. Winchester agreed 
with the suggestions of the Chamber, and advocated the establish- 
ment of a harbour police as a necessary part of the contemplated 
revision. Ile also agreed with the suggestion of the Chamber 
for the revision of the Tariff, except so far as concerned salt, on 
which he proposed an inland duty of one dollar per picul, payable to 
the salt department of the province where the foreign article is 
landed. In conclusion Mr. Winchestor deprecated the expression 
of the Chamber’s opinion that the occasional display of something 
wore than moral furce would tend to the resturation of the pres- 
tige of Iler Majesty’s Consuls, but acknowledged the advantage 
and security to the Chinese Government which would result from 
the establishment of railways and telegraphs. 

In a memorial from the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce the 
same views as those of the Shanghai Chamber were generally ad- 
vocated with the addition of the claim of the Protestant mission- 
aries to the same immunities as had been granted to the Roman 
Catholics, the right to live in the interior, to hold property for 
mission purposes, and to pursue their ordinary avocations without 
limit of distance and without hindrance. This memorial also 
urged the necessity for insisting on the rendition of absconding 
debtors, the reduction of the tariff on imports, the abolition of all 
dues on coals, the permission to work: mines, and some other 
matters of less striking importance. The mercantile communities 
at various other ports expressed views similar, in the main, to 
those of the Chambers of Shanghai and Hong Kong. 

In November, 1867, Mr. Acting Vice-Consul Forrest, the Asses- 
sor of the Mixcd Court, furnished a valuable report of the work- 
ing of that tribunal. Mr. Forrest expressed his opinion that its 
powers to punish criminals were not sufficient, and that the punish- 
ments actually awarded were often not carried out; and added 
the stronger the foreign element becomes in the Court, the greater 
will be the security of the public that substantial justice will be 
administered. 

In the same month Sir Rutherford Alcock pointed out to the 
Princé of Kung that it was important that the denial of the con- 
sideration to which foreign Ministers were by treaty entitled 
should cease; and that they should be admitted to palaces, 
gardens, é&c., at Peking, from which they had been systematically. 
excluded, notwithstanding the stipulations of the Treaty. Several 
of the British Consuls,:in reply to Sir R. Alcock’s circular, ex-

pressed their opinion of the importance of obtaining ‘incrcased | 
privileges in the navigation of inland waters, &c. | 
In April, 1868, Sir Rutherford Aleock, in a despatch to Tord | 
Stanley, expressed his opinion that it was not desirable to insert 
@ clause in any new treaty to compel the Chinese Goverument to 
construct and work railways themselves, or to give tha power to 
foreigners to do so ; and he added that, according to his experience, 
we do not advance but retard groat innovations by seeking to 
deprive the Chinese Government of all free will and spontaneity. 
All this time the progress of the Conference for the revision of the 
Treaty was unsatisfactory ; and so latcly as the 10th November, 
1868, Sir R. Alcock wrote to Lord Stanley that there was scarcely 
any alternative between weakly yiolding to a persistent policy 
of negation ruinous to our commerce, or firmly and unhesitatingly 
asserting our Treaty rights, adding, “ If 1 might venture to put in 
words my present feeling, it is that the Prince and Wen and the 
Yamen generally perhaps will be chiefly guided in the course they 
follow by their convictions as to the probability of Her Majesty’s 
Government adopting the views of their Minister, and being 
willing, in the event of his failure to obtain their acceptance here, 
to take all the risks and responsibility of resorting to coercive 
means, and, if need be, actual war, to enforce compliance.” 
Writing to Jiord Stanley in the following month, Sir R. Alcock 
said, “The exaggerated courtesy of the Prince’s tone, and the pro- 
fuseness of his thanks to the American Minister, Mr. Ros3 Browne, 
who concurred with Sir R. Alcock for his suggestions and reason- 
jngs in every way so good and worthy of consideration, coupled 
with his refusal to be jn any way influenced by them, might 
seem to have a touch of irony in jt. Mowever, the Prince, no 
doubt, meant to send a civil auswer conveying an absolute an re- 





In March, 1869, the Earl of Clarendon informed Sir R. Alcock 
that Lord Granville approved of his suggestion that a Chinese 
Consul should be appointed in Hong Kong. 

In the previous January Sir R. Alcock had sent to the Foreign 
Secretary an explanation of his views of the principal point on 
which the whole question turned. lle then said—‘ The emanci- 
pation of foreign trade from arbitrary and unlimited taxation by 
the provisional authorities in ¢rausity is the first and most essen- 
tial condition of any free development or large extension. Kail- 
yoads, telegraphs, and the working of mines by foreign capital 
and skill, are not in the samo degree essential to the extension of 
trade; and, looking to the resistance their adoption meets with 
in the mindg of all the ruling class in China, these are all objects 
presenting primary difficulties which render them for the presont 
wasttainable. As to inland residence and steam navigation, the 
same remark equally applies to any progress beyond what has 
been conceded. These are the three great points of attack and 
defence round which the whele stress of battle has been from the 
beginning. But the first was the key of the position, and that 

ained, the rest must follow sooner or later. Thre is this dis- 

inetion, however, to be borne in mind; the first proved to be 
practicable, and the others not by any forces at my disposal, or 
Which Ter Majesty’s Government were willing to employ.” 

' In due course the Foreign Secretary (the Earl of Clarendon) 
wrote to Sir R. Alcock that, while in the hope that the Chinese 
Government would adhere to what they have already conceded, 
and record it in some document or convention, Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment were willing to wait for a more favourable aud com- 
plete revision of Treaties, until all the Powers could act together 
to procure it. But, if the Chinese would not do this, and should 
declare that their present concessions constituted the whole of the 
revision they could submit to, in that case, Iler Majesty's Govern- 
ment were content to accept what could be obtained at once, and 
no} wait for “ eventualities.” 

?At the same time Count Bismark sent a note to Lord A. Loftus, 
stating that t he representative of the North German Confedera- 
tion at Peking would be instructed to support Sir R. Aleuck. Mr. 
Kish made a similar communication, promising the co-operation 
of the United States Minister in China. M. de Lavalette, on the 
part of the French Government, concurred in the recommendation 
ef the Board of Trade that the revision should be adjourned till 
the Emperor of China should attain his majority (in 1872 or 1873), 
and added, “ From now to that date the existing treaties, well ob. 
served, suffice to our wants.” Senor Silvala, Forcign Minister of 
Spain, also wrote to say, that he had instructed the represen. 
tatives of his Government in Peking to support the British Go- 
vernment in their propositions. The Belgian Minister expressed 
sitniliar views in what will probably be considered the most 
thoughtful, exhaustive, and well-expressed despatch in the huge 
volume before us. 

On the 30th September, 1569, Sir BR. Alcovk wratce to the Earl of 
Clarendon that he had come to an understanding with the Chinese 
Government that the revision should proceed at once on the basis 
agreed to the previous year by the Commiasiou, and that such 
modifications as might he finally agreed upon should he embodied 
in a formal Convention in which no time should he specified on 
either side defining « period of duration, and that there seemed n 
Prospect that such a revision os Hor Mnjesty’s Government con- 
templated would bo carried through in the course of the next 
month. A supplomentary Convention was consequently signed 
on the 23rd October, and immediately became the object of such 
opposition that Her Majesty's Government refused to ratify it on 
the 25th July last year. ‘he circumstances of the opposition, 
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and the clauses which were the source of it, must be too fresh in 
the recollection of our readers to need recapitulation. It should, 
however, be mentioned that, while declining to ratify the Con- 
vention, in deference to the representations of the China merchants 
in London, and various associatioas in the country, Earl Gran- 
ville stated that “nothin could be further from the intention of 
Her Majesty’s Government than to impute blame to Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock. On the contrary, they highly approved and ap- 
preciated his zealous and indefatigable exertions throughout their 
ong and difficult negociations,” 








COOLIE TRAFFIO IN DEMERARA. 

“The Report of the Commissioners Appointed to Inquire into 
the Treatment of Immigrants in British Guiana” has just been 
issued in the form of a Bluc-book. It will be remembered that 
the Commission was ordered in consequence of a despatch which 
Mr. G. W. Des Voeux, Administrator of the Government of 8t. 
Lucia, addressed to Karl Granville in 1869. Mr. Des Vaux, re- 
cognising the wide-spread discontent and disaffection throughout 
the immigrant population, both Indian and Chinese, especially 
the latter, and believing that these ill-feelings, which have already 
vented themselves in disturbances, will cre long, unless cheoked by 
remedial measures, result in far more serious calamities, and also 
relying on five years’ experience of the colony, addressed a stron 
appeal to the Government in order to protect the “ immigrants, 
as they are cuphuistically called, from the tyranny of the 

lanters. We are bound to say that Mr. Des Vooux has not only 
ully made out his case, but that, unless some remedy be 
immediately applied, it is difficult to understand how the 
authority of the British Government—to say nothing of the 
respect which it ought to command—ecan be maintained in 
the face of the mercantile coalition in Demerara and Ber- 
bice. Mr. Des Voux states frankly that he “did not 
please the planters” when he endeavoured to do his du 
by protecting Her Majesty’s coloured subjects against the maroi- 
less usage of a body of planters, who seem to have regarded these 
poor people simply as so many cattle, or, to borrow a term from 
a vocabulary now happily exploded, “chattels.” Owing te the 
impossibility of obtaining impartiality from magistrates in Deme- 
rara, Mr. Des Vooux suggested the creation of a new and superior 
class, with jurisdiction in all cases, both civil and criminal, be- 
tween employers and employed, whether the latter are indentared 
or free. These magistrates should be required to reside in town, 
and to hold a Court at each police station once 8 month. ‘Phey 
should, moreover, be invested with the power of summarily pu- 
nishing illegal stoppage of wages, false arrests and imprisonment, 
and other abominations which appear to have been not only car- 
ried on, but encouraged in British Guiana in a manner which - 
would make the recently-disclosed transactions at Macao and the 
Fiji Islands comparatively venial, if the abuses at either place 
could be permitted to continue—which they cannot. Mr. Des 
Veeux recommends that these magistrates should be selected 
from persons who have no pecuniary interests involved in the 
estates on which the “immigrants”—which means gooliea, 
ai plus.ai ivsins—aro engaged, and on which the present 
report leaves no doubt that they are subject to such ill-usage that 
the mere dry legal account of it cannot be read without emotion, 
and, we must add, shame, by any loyal Englishman. The great 
majority of the houses in the “nigger yards” (as these re- 
ceptacles of animated misery are commonly called among fhe 
“gentry” of Demerara) are so intolerably uncomfortable - that 
great numbers of coolies prefer to erect for themselves “ buy of 
mud ” rather than avail themselyes of the “accommodation ” of 
the “nisgar yard "—feeling certain that in the miserable gties 
they build for themselves, and house themselves in, “ they are 
more secure from attempts on the chastity of their wives.” Can 
anything be more saddening than the suggestion implied in these 
few words from so high an authority as Mr. Des Voux? It is 
painful to reflect that a ycarand a half has elapsed since the 
time when he drew attention to the extent of this evil and the 
publication of the evidence which shows him to have been only 
too correct. The cruclties and the frauds practised on the coolies 
entrapp-e-l into Demerara are, however, by no means conftned to 
the indulgence of the licentious propensities of the’planters, The 
latter are merely the lever’on which the former are raised. Coolies 
who “disoblige” their masters are frequently kept without water, 
or, rather, they are made to ge a distance of a mile hefore the 
can slake their thirst, after a hard day’s work, with water whic. 
1s described as “ putrid ’-—a phrase which all who have resided in 
the tropics will readily comprehend. And this isin a plase.whare 
there is no excuse for a want of water, the average radofall in 
Dernerara’being 100 inches, amply sufficient to-supply the wants 
of all the estates if the commonest precautions were taken -to 
pres¢rve it. But the Inspectors of Immigrants who are bound to 
visit all estates at certain periods, on the part of the coolies, * im. 
variably accept the hospitality” of the planters who are ¢! 
with these abuses, and, as Mr. Des Vooux mildly puts it, * they 
can hardly be expected to pertorm their duties strictiy, regularly, 
or impartially.” Unhappy coolies, whose protectors are undgr 
such influences! (Quix cusfudet custodes 2? The complaisant gen- 
tlemen who now walk through the role of inspectors openly 
permit the most flagrant abuses. Under the present law an em- 
ployer is bound to pay to his indentured labousera thr eame price 
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for his work that is paid to free labourers. It is, however, noto- 
rious that this obligation is, ns a rule, evaded, and sometimes 
" openly broken. The former is easily done where all field labour, 
“‘as in Demerara, is done by tasks, by allotting to both indentured 
and free an equal area for weeding, ploughing, or cane-cutting, 
*-gt the same price, but selecting the most distant fields—some- 
"times three and five miles from the buildings—for the in- 
“ dentured “immigrant.” The inevitable consequence of these and 
other abuses is an immédnse amount of litigation, wherever they 
* “do not lead to actual violence; but the result of appeals to the 
law are most unsatisfactory to the “immigrant.” Mr. Des Vaux 
‘gays it is quite imposssible even for the moet impartial magistrate, 
‘ under the present system, to do justice in cases, in which immi- 
. grants are ggrievel, The manager can always produce a number 
of overseers, drivers, and others dependent on him. to make an 
overwhelming weight of testimony in his favour, while the immi- 
graut has not the intelligence, and cannot produce witnesses to 
nt his case clearly. He has thus a direct inducement to sup- 
plement his ignorance by falsehood and suborned perjury, which, 
being usually transparent, of course invalidates other very possibly 
truthful testimony on the same side. On the other hand, falsehood 
in court is by no means confined to the coloured races, and the 
whites connected with estates, whether managers, overseers, or 
engineers, are often by no means scrupulous about the truth 
when their interests or their fears enter into the question at 
-issue ; and this class of falsehood, as pocorn ine from greater in- 
telligence, is of course the more difficult of detection. As the 
result of all these difficulties in the path of a most conscientious 
magistrate, an immigrant but rarely wins a case against his estate, 
either civil or criminal, either as prosecutor, plaintiff, or defendant. 
The magistrates’ returns would indeed indicate otherwise from the 
large number of cases which appear there as dismissed. But of these 
but a very small portion have been really pressed by the mana- 
gers. For it is notorious that very many informations are most 
improperly compromised by money payments, and in these cases 
but a slight show of resistance, if any, is maintained in court. 
These evils and many others like them can only be remedied by 
’ the appointment of government officers, whose duty it would be 
to make unexpected visits to estates, and whenever occasion might 
require, for the purpose of personally inspecting work assigned 
and the payment offered to immigrants, and of ascertaining the 
true facts in any doubtful case where these labourers were con- 
cerned, so that there might be always forthcoming when neces- 
sary independent and disinterested evidence asa guide to the ma- 
gistrate in his decisions. 
; Such is Mr. Des Vooux’s opinion, based on long experience and 
Paneth , and we think few of our readers will dissent from it. 
io evi with which it is supported must, however, be re- 
served till next-week. 


' BILLS OF LADING FOR THE FAR EAST. 

:On Tuesaday, the 11th inst., an influential meeting of merchants 
and others interested in the trade with the Far East was held at the 
London Tavern, for the purpose of taking into consideration the 
practice among steamship owners, since the opening of the Saez 
Canal route, of printing special forms of bills of lading, ‘containing 
alanses which would have the effect of annulling their previously 
‘ existing liability as common carriers of goods, and throwing every 
possible kind of risk upon the shipper. 


Mr. B. W. Crawvorp, M.P. (of the firm of Crawford, Colvin, and 
Co.), was voted to the chair, and in opening the proceedings eaid :— 
You ate aware that our purpose in meeting to-dsy is with the object 
‘of considering a subject of great importance to us, and to every per- 
son connected with the India and China trade, as shippers of goods 
from this country. You will recollect that in former times we had 
only to deal with the trade round the Cape, and that we had then no 
difficulty in settling matters with the owners of ships engaged in this 
trade. But, as you are well aware. great changes have lately been 
introduced into our trade, and amongst others the practice, since the 
opening of the Suez Canal, of sending goods to and fro by that route. 
Ae you know, the opening of this Canal has not only introduced a 
different class of ships into the Eastern trade, but also a different class 
of shipowners, who send their veasels into the Eastern seas, and who 
are importing methods of doing business which, though they may 
be familiar with them in their own trade and elsewhere, are certainly 
mot in accordance with our practice, and introduce novelties to 
‘which, if we accede, will be found must become very burdensome 
to us. I may observe that circulars have been sent out to the mer- 
eautile firms interested, and if the circular has not been received by any 
firms who should have been represented at this meeting, I am sure they 
will readily believe me when I say that the omission has been purely 
accidental. I have now stated the cause of this meeting, and I presume 
«that you are, of course, familiar with the paper which has been circu- 
lated by the Salvage Association at Lloyds, which states the various 

which have lately been introduced into bills of lading, par- 
ticularly of goods carried by steam vessels. But I will not take up 
your time in going over the statements contained in thispaper. As 
you know, there are new conditions as to freight ; the conduct of the 
voyage; stipulations touching the carriage of goods and the discretion 
of the master of the vessel, and other atipulations to which we are 
quite unaccustomed, and to which we must address ourselves with a 
view to placing the whole question on a permanently zatisfactory foot 
fag. And in this question we have not only our own interests to con- 
sider, but also the intereats of the shipowners and underwriters. Fo 
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this purpose we Hid ea that a committee be appointed to confer with 
the shipowners, if they will meet us; and I have no doubt that if this 
course be taken we shall find them ready to confer with us, and discuss 
the question with as strong a desire as our own to settle the points under 
dispute at once and for ever. There is also the new practice which has 
been introduced, of requiring payment of freight—in some cases— 
before the goods are examined, landed or weighed. These conditions 
are quite new to us engaged in the Eastern trade, and we must give 
the whole subject connected with them moat careful consideration. 
Mr. Mazniac has taken a great deal of interest in the matter under 
consideration, and he will submit to you the first resolution. 


Mr. Macntac, M.P., said :—It will not be necessary for me to go into 
details with which you are as well acquainted asI am. I may briefly 
state that we have met here to appoint a committee of merchants in- 
terested in the Eastern trade to meet the shipowners, and it is my 
duty to propose the following resolution :— 


“‘ That a committee of merchants be appointed to consider all the 
special stipulations that have been introdaced into bills of lading 
for steam vessels, and to confer thereon with the representatives of the 
steamship owners and underwriters, with the view of drawing up a 
general form of bill of lading which shall be equitable in ita conditions 
to all parties, and to arrange such a method of settling the freight aa 
may remedy existing irregularities.” 

I ought to have referred to the underwriters, a very important body, 
who should have been consulted, and without whom we cannot carry 
on operations, but some gentleman will no doubt be found to repre- 
sent their views. It is unnecessary for me to tell you what a bill 
of lading is, beyond simply stating that it is a formal receipt, on presen- 
tation of which theshipowner is bound todeliver the goods it represents; 
such is the law on the subject as it at present stands. By custom and 
practice certain exceptions have been provided for in our bills of lading, 
but these exceptions, if examined, will be found to arise on the oceur- 
rence of accident or danger altogether beyond control. When com- 
munication by steam was opened with the East the Peninsular and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Company took the service, and inserted in 
their bills of lading such stipulations as were necessary, arising from 
the transhipment of goods at Suez and Alexandria. But a French 
company, as you are aware, subsequently imported new conditions 
into the bills of lading, and it is their pernicious example of which 
we have now to complain, I do not know whether any gentlemen 
here are aware of it, but a case before the French courts arising 
out of the special exemptions ina bill of lading was carried on for 
some six years, and was only at length settled by effecting a 
compromise. In fact, they were given to understand that, should 
any further difficulty arise, other means of transporting our gooda 
to the East would be found; and we have reason to believe that 
this threat had more weight than all the arguments which we had 
urged in the law courts. But I am happy to say that we have not 
arrived at that point with our friends at home, and I trust it will be 
shown that we shall not have to employ any arguments but those 
of right and persuasion. What first called our attention to this sub- 
ject was the shipment of a parcel {of tea which had been transferred 
to another steamer; and when we came to investigate the case we 
found that the conditions in the bill of lading were so nomerous 
and extensive that, as you will have observed from the Salvage As- 
mciee report, they required to be tabulated. Another im- 
portant clause we shall have to refer to is that which states that 
the master shall have liberty to call and stay at any ports out of 
the customary route—that is to say, if you ship goods for one port, 
you may hear of them at any other, wherever the master may have 
thought fit to take the vessel. Another important exception is that 
the master shall be at liberty to tow and assist vessels in all situations 
—that is to say, the shipowner may be allowed to earn a large sum in 
salvage ; so you see that the shipper is to have all the risk, and the 
owner all the profit. Then, again, you will observe in the exceptions re- 
lating to damage that the shipper has to bear all the risks arising from 
the negligence or default of pilot, master, mariners, engineer, or other 
persons in the service of the ship, whether in navigating the ship or 
otherwise, and so forth. In other words, the servants of the ship- 
owner are at liberty to put the goods intrusted to their charge to any 
use, without affording the shipper any redress whatever. Another 
clause states that goods may be transhipped by any other steamer. 
What could bea more effectual obstacle to the motives which guide 
shippers in sending goods by specific routes than such a clause ag 
this? Many vessels at present engaged in the Eastern trade, and 
using the Suez Canal are, as ia well known, among the beat ap- 
pointea ships afloat ; but the time may come when such will not be the 
case, and shippers will ther be at the mercy of any ill-found, ill- 
ame mole sat hada it ay please — oma to place their 
goods in. Then, with regard to the carriage of combustible goods ; 
here is a clause which permits the owners, if they think fit, to ship 
goods which may at any time send ship and cargo to the bottom. Ag 
to the payment of freight, this is a question of vital importance to 
the shipper, as under the bill of lading he is perfectly helpless, and 
having paid his freight, he is left without redress. Under circum- 
stances as they at present stand, with every tittle of liability removed 
from the shipowner, it will be utterly impossible to conduct business ; 
and if any shipowners are present they will see that what we desire is ag 
much for their good as for our own. What can a good shipowner gain 
by being placed on the same footing in the commercial world with one 
who is known to run unsafe and worthless ships? I will not trouble 
you with any farther remarks, but simply propose the resolution to 
which I have drawn your attention. 


Mr. Tozer, secretary of the Universal Marine Insurance Company, 
as representative of the underwriters, stated that he had much plea- 
sure in seconding the resolution, becanse he knew the difficalties 
which arise in consequence of the clauses in the bills of lading referred 
to. Under an ordinary policy of insurance many of the risks men- 
tioned cannot be ingured against ; and even were they imported into a 
policy, the legal technicalities would claim from the underwriter more 
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time than in the ordinary course of business he could spare. Of course, 
underwriters wish that the insurance buainess should run smoothly, 
but these clauses are a great obstacle to them in this respect. ‘To show 
how completely adverse to the interests of all parties such clauses are, 
Mr. Tozer mentioned the cases of two steamers, the mastera of which, 
in accordance with these clauses in the bill of lading, exercised their 
right of towing vessels in distress, during which service both steamers 
were wrecked. In the one case the claims were repudiated by the 
underwriters, and in the other, which was reported only a few days 
ago, the insurers, under an ordinary policy, were entirely at the mercy 
of their underwriters. Of course such a condition of things tended 
largely to impede business, and, as a matter of common senee, the 
policy of insurance ought to express on the face of it all risks which 
the merchant wished to be insured against ; but, under the present 
mode of wording bills of lading, this was impossible. He therefore 
readily seconded the resolution, because he hoped thereby such action 
would be taken as would result in the effectual protection of the in- 
terests of insurers, and enable the underwriters to conduct their busi- 
ness without exposing them to the trouble and annoyance to which, 
ander the system at present in operation, they are liable. The reso- 
lution was then put to the meeting, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. AsutTon moved, and Mr. Reiss seconded, the next resolution, 
which was also unanimously passed :— 

‘That the following gentlemen, with power to add to their number, 
be nominated a committee to carry out the objects of this meeting :— 
One of the firm of Megara. Baring Bros., Mr. W. H. Crake (Messrs. 
Crawford, Colvin, and Co.), Mr. Farquhar (Messrs. Forbes, Forbes, 
and Co.), Mr. Alexander Kleinwort (Messrs. Drake, Kleinwort, and 
Cohen), Mr. E. J. Halton (Messrs. T. A. Gibb anc Co.), Mr. G. Arbuth- 
not (Messrs. Arbuthnot, Latham, and Co.), Mr. James Macandrew 
(Messrs. Matheson and Co.), Mr. Wm. Broughall (Messrs. Broughall 
and Co.), and Mr. John Fleming (Mesars. Smith, Fleming and Co. ).” 

Mr. BrovcHALt, as one of the committee, moved the next resolu- 
tion, seconded by Mr. AgTHUR SmiTH :— 

“That a small polantl bu be entered into by the mercantile firms 
interested, to procure the requisite legal advice, and to defray other 
incidental expenses.” 

This regolution was also carried. 


Mr. C. B, Sxrnwee moved, seconded by Mr. Fanquaar, “That the 
best thanks of the meeting be presented to Mr. Crawford for his con- 
duct in the chair.” 

Mr. CrawForp replied, and after referring to the necessity which 
he thought existed for an opportunity of their coming together and 

digeussing matters referring to their common interest, spoke of the 
East India and China Association, a society for their protection which 
had formerly existed, but was now defunct, and suggested that steps 
should be taken with a view to its resuscitation. 

The proceedings then terminated. 
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THE STATE AND CLAIMS OF HONG KONG. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

81z,—The writer of two articles in your paper, entitled “State 
and Claims of Hong Kong,” deserves the thanks of the public for 
the pains he has taken to collate a series of important facts. In 
brief, he shows us that though during the first eighteen years of 
Hong Kong’s establishment under the British flag as much asa quar- 
ter of a million sterling was required from Parliament to get the 
island into working order as a colony, not only has the place 
during the last dozen years been rp dng but it has re- 
turned to the mother country over £100,000 in the shape of con- 
tribution towards paying soldiery, as necessary for the protection 
of China trade generally as of Hong Kong in particular ; the 
burden of the claim put forward by the writer being an exemp- 
tion henceforth from further forced contribution of £20,000 a-year 


garrison. 

But, with my thankfulness to your contributor for the pains 
he has taken to collate interesting facts, there I must stop. I 
cannot go with him in urging an exemption from further contri- 
bytion in support of a garrison, and this for the following reasons : 
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—The Government of Hong Kong is costly, and is costly not 
more for the benefit of English than of many other residents. 
To wit—According to a census reported by Jast mail, of a total of 
European residents of 2,736, vnly 684, or a fourth, were British, 
the rest being—Portuguese, 914; German, 166; French, 57; 
Danieh, 23; Italian, 14; Spanish, 3; other countries, 51; the 
total number of Chinese, including prisoners, being 115,444 ; grand 
total, 118,180. a - 

Now, Sir, all these people benefit by the presence of a strong 
garrison, and all are assumed to contribute towards it. If 
they pay rateably, the sum amounts to two shillings a head - 
year; frightful to make a row about! Your correspondent may 
say—but they do not payrateably. It is the trading houses that 
pay—not the masses. But this will bear argument. . If.he. be 
right, we have the following :—In 1870 there were six. banks at 
Victoria (5 English, 1 French), merchants, brokers and profes- 
sionals, 147, viz., 50 British, 49 British Indo, 20 German, 10 
American, 9 Portuguese, 7 French, 1 Russian, and 1 Danish ;. aue- 
tioneers, storekeepers, druggists, &c., 76, viz., 39 British, 11, Ger- 
man, 11 Portuguese, 9 American, and 6 French ; and of hotels 
and taverns 27, kept by British, Chinese, Americans, Germans, 
French, and Portuguese. To assume that these, and these. only, 
pay rateably, the contribution figures at £78 per house, which 
18 undoubtedly high. a An tne Oe 

But I repeat, I cannot assent to this as a statistic, and. would 
rather take the contribution as paid by Kuropeans over all in 
the proportion of fifteen shillings a-head. : 

In thus pointing out Hong Kong’s actual position in its rela- 
tion to a contribution calculated to relieve the mother country, I 
by no means ignore the circumstance that if Chinese were poll- 
taxed, and foreign shipping entering the port made to pay. ton- 
nage dues, English and other legitimate traders might bo re- 
lieved of such obnoxious taxes as those on stamps, and a.good 
revenue might be created without such factitious aid as the Go- 
vernment now get by licensing gambling, opium smoking, and 
brothel keeping.—I am, Sir, yours, &c., — ‘fav.

MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. . «4.4 
The following is a translation of a memorandum enolosed 
in a note from the Ministers of the Chinese Board of Foreign 
Affairs at Peking to the Swedish Royal Commissioner :-—' 


“« Some time ago, for mutnal advantage, so that neither party might 
be harmed, treaties were signed between China and foreign nations, to 
be handed down to pusterity. However, in subsequent years, cireum- 
stances have arisen which not only prevent their being permauent, 
but which render them useless, even now, in certain cases. As regards 
trade there is no probability of Chinese and foreigners quarreling, but 
as regards missions there is a great deal of ill-feeling. 

© Although the object of missionaries from the first has been to teach 
the people what is right, yet, from the defective mode of procedure, the 
Roman Cathulic religion (Tien chu chiao) ‘has met with dislike from 
the common people, and it is, therefure, necessary to decide at op-- 
upon some plan to put a stop to this, as it is most importent iv <Ga 
to good feeling and inercantile relutions between. the nations vote! 

“Your Excellency cannot but be aware that the -w'sslonaries, no 
matter where they have been, have invariably ¥e" ated by the people, 
in consequence of which there have vers’ 0 .many outbreaks that it is 

sal i peer, coe ' 
impossible to quict tne suction of the Roman Catholic (Tien chu) re- - 
ligion into China the missionaries have always been'well educated, and 
tho converts have, for the most part, been known as very peaceable ; 
but ever since the treaties were signed the converts have almost invari. 
ably been vicious and malevolent. The people, therefore, regard’ thi 
religion for making men good with anything but satisfaction. ~~ 

‘ Again, the converts take advantage of the influence of the-mission- 
aries to do harm to and oppress the common people, .which they will 
not submit to. : fas . 

“Moreover, when any litigation or case arises between the people and 
the converts which the local authorities proceed to deal with, the mis- 
sionaries follow after and support the converts, thus obstructing the 
authorities, which the people strongly object to. ; ; 

“ Besides, when turbulent or lawless persons of any. kind enter ttie re- 
ligion, they use the influence thus acquired to foment disturbances, and 
this stirs up deep resentment in the people, which gathers. uutil it he- 
comes hatred, and hatred revenge. : : ae 

“‘The people do not know that the Protestant and the Roman Catho- 
lic sects are separate, and call both the ‘ Zien chu’ religion ; norus they 
know the difference betweon the several nations of the West, but‘ con- 
sider all os ‘fureigners;’ so when a disturbance arises, all persons, of 
whatever nationality they may be, that are residing in Chiua dre équally ° 
in great danger. Even in the provinces that are quiet the greater part 
of the inhabitants are fall of ill-feeling. Under such circumstances, 
how can excitement and riot be avoided? Although the differences be- 
tween each separate religion and each separate nation have repeatedly 
been explained, yet it is impossible for every house and family tu knuw 
them. 

“ During the ten years the Prince has been in office he has been in 
suspense night and day, and last year there was an affair at Tientsin, 
All of a sudden a riot broke out, and, although the local authorities 
have been tried and punished, the ringleaders executed, compensation 
made, and everything possible done in dealing with the case, thus clos- 
ing it, still the Prince cannot help being very anxious, because though 
on the occasion of this collision between the people and the converts 
there was only this course to be followed, yet hereafter such outbreaks 
may become more and more difficult to be dealt with, and each time 
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the excitement will be greater. Cousidering the circumstances, how 
are order and mutual good feeling to be obtained, and disturbance pre- 
vented ? 


“ Bat this liatred of the common people has arisen from long-cherished 
resentment, and because the converts and people are excited against each 
other. In each province, wherever anything has occurred, the local offi- 
cials have been unable to restore order. But all this is simply because 
thé high representatives of both China and foreign nations, though per- 
fectly aware that there is a great deal relating to the missionaries, the 
oonrerts, and the. masses, which is not as it ought to he, still did not 
cheose:te decide upon-a plan forallaying bad feeling. If anything happens 
fthb Ministersof] foreign nations only plan is to settle that one case 
qiickly,-never caring-whether men’s hearts are satisfied or not, but do 
all in their power forcibly to effect a scttlement, and the Chinese local 
authorities. simply endeavour by conciliation to end theaffair. They have 
nd alternatiye, 80 they merely attend to what is passing under their cyes, 
hever thinking of what will follow hereafter. On former occasions when 
forelgn nations had arranged conferences in order to find out what was 
wrong, so as to try and decide upon [some way of preserving] mutual 
good feeling for ever, [from some] unknown [cause] they would not carry 
on-the ¢onference with an even mind, but make use of these mutual 
meetings to propose utterly impracticable measures, and usc all their 
exertions to recommend them, thus putting a stop to all [proceedings]. 
This is not at all the right spirit for two nations to carry on relations. 


+, “The Princeand the Ministers have now investigated the whole question, 
for they greatly desire friendly relations between China and foreign coun- 
tries, so that they may be on good terms for ever. They cannot possi- 
bly help deciding well upon some course of action. 


- © Bat stil ‘the Western nations have missionaries living in one an” 
other's couritries, and there has always been good fecling. The cause 
must be good regulation, ‘whereby neither missionaries nor converts can 
foment disturbances. Now the Prince and the Ministers hear that when 
missionaries of no mattcr what nationality go and live in another coun- 
try, the practice is for them to submit to the laws of that country— 
they are not‘allowed to be ruled by their own. Should they disregard 
the laws dr the orders of the officials of that country, and overstep their 
proper spheres, or damage men’s reputations, or in any way injure or 
harm persons so that goo feeling is destroyed and resentment and 
hatred called forth, or if they offend against the laws in any way, there 
are severe penalties to punish them by. 


“ Now, order would be preserved and good feeling would last for 
ever, there would be no pulling down of chapels or driving away of re- 
ligions in China, if when about to build a chapel or teach religion it 
was first ascertained that the local officials and peopic were xt opposed, 
and that there was unanimity between the two partics; and if the mis- 
sionaries would let every one sec clearly what they do, and that it is 
not at variance with the religion (they teach] ; also, if they would not 
do just as their converts direct them, meddling with the official business 
of the local authorities, and making use of their influence forcibly to 
hatm [the people], thus calling down the hatred of the gentry and com- 
mon people. If the missionaries would act in this way, as mentioned, 
the people would be frienly with thei, and the officials would be uble 
to protect them.

besides, when they are all angry they would not bow their heads qnietly 
to be executed. If this happened, no matter how willing the officials 
of both partics might be to deal with the affair, both would be equally 
unable to do anything, and neither the Chinese nor foreign Ministers 
would be able to shift their responsibility. 


“The Governments of both Chinese and foreign countries must con- 
sider the dispositions of their subjects ; if they do not, but forcibly 
oppress the people, the latter will inevitably turn round, and although 
the nation has its laws there will be a time when these will be uscless 
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“If the Chinese and foreign Ministers whose duty it is do nothing 
whatever to stop it, but sit still and look on while the Chinese and fo- 
reigners are getting exceseively dangerons, und are unable to devise any 
plan for quieting them, they will be unfit to do any other official busi- 
ness properly that may hereaftcr come to thein.

MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

Mr. Carstairs Douglas has published a letter in the Scofsman in 
defence of missionaries in China. Mr. Douglas agrees with the editor 
that “the selection of Catholic missions for particular notice is rather 
a diplomatic move ;” and, ‘‘if the Catholic missions be crippled, 
there will not be much trouble with those of Protestant direction.” 
aind he adds :—“ For the oppressive, unjust, and illegal rules against 
which we protest are bad in their very nature, whether applied to the 
one or to the other; and we feel certain that, if enforced against 
them, we cannot escape.” The writer proeceds :—" Protestant mis- 
sionaries have never claimed for theirconverts excinption from Chinese 
law, and would not accept such a privilege if offered them.” In con- 
clusion he repeats the warning that this is not a mere missionary ques- 
tion. The attack, while apparently directed against missions, is 
really against all forcign interests. If our Government could be so 
careless and short-sighted as to allow the Treaty to be nullified in re- 
gard to the clauses in question, as the result (be it observed) of sys- 
tematic misrepresentation aud organised opposition on the part of the 
Chinese governing classes, this would ccrtainly encourage them to 
we the same policy to nullify the other clauses of the Treaty. The 
guecess of the circular would and could have but one interpretation 
in China—namely, “ England is weak, and is afraid of China.” 

Ws have reason to believe that either the Repulse or the Iron Duke 
will shortly be commissioned to take the place of the Occan as flag 
ship of the China Squadron. 





Anonc the recent appointments to the Order of the Bath were three 
officers who have distinguished themselves in China. Dr. Charles 
Abercrombie Anderson, C.B., Inspector-General of Hospitals and 
Fleets, entered the service in 1841. His services during the engage- 
ments at ¥atshan and Canton were very favourably mentioned in a 
despatch from Admiral Sir Michael Seymour, K.C.B. For his services 


in China he was promoted in 1858 to the rank of Deputy Ingpector- : 


General, and was subsequently in charge of Hong Kong Hospital. 
Richard Denton Mason, C.B., Deputy Inspector-General of Ilospitals 
aud Fleets, was gazetted in 1853 for hia services at Canton. Dr. Divid 
Lloyd Morgan, C.B., Deputy Inepector-General of Hospitals and Fleets 
was present with the 2nd battalion of Marines at the operations before 
and in Canton, and was mentioned in the Lundon Guazctle, as were 
also his services in the Nuryalus at the engagement at Kagosima, when 
the ship suffcred severely. :

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampcaa, duly 11. 

In my last letter I gave your readers some account of the prepara- 
tions making for the forced introduction of the French Decimal system 
of weights aud ineasures, which is to come into operation threughont 
all Germany on the Ist of January next. Alssce and Lorraine are of 
course included, but as they were French provinces when the system 
was first introduced in that country, the inhabitants have the advantage 
over their new feilow-countrymen in the other parts of Germany of 
being thoroughly conversant, both by theory and practice, with the 
system in all its details ; so that, there at least, there will be no com- 
plaints heard nor any confusion and misapprehension on the subject to 
be expected. 
ficent system extended to Germany on the other side of the Rhine, as 
it will not. fail to facilitate their commercial intercourse and promote 
their mutual interests. Our neighbours at Altona have also taken a 
step in the right direction by opening an Exhibition of the new 
weights and measures, where the chjects on show not only hear the 
official stamp or brand—and are thus suited for immediate use— bet are 
saleable in any quantities ; and being made of various substances—brass, 
iron, pewter, tin, and wood—the prices can be regulated to suit any 
purchuser’s pocket.

Thus, in making a small purchase bt a stiofy ahd 
tendering a thaler, the chances are that among the change he receives 
back the purchaser will find an American quarter-dollar, au English 
shilling or sixpence, a Danish mark (which passcs here for five schilliugs 
currency), a six-kruitzer piece, a five-groschen piece, or one of 3 
groschens, which makes it the more confusing, some Mecklenburg or 
Lubeck small coins, and perhaps one or two sehillings. in Hamburg 
money--enough to Lewilder any foreigner who drops in from a distant 
country. And, lastly, there is the mew provinee of Alsace- Lorraine, 
where they have the French system of francs and ceutimes. Besides 
these there are other parts of Gerinany where they enjoy a separate sub- 
division of their currency ;—thus in Mecklenburg the Prussian thaler 
is divided into 48 schillings, in Saxony the groschen contains ten pfen- 
nings, and in some parts of Hauover the old ‘* guter groschen ” is stil} 
current as the twenty-fourth part of the thaler.. 

All this is a serious drawback to wholesale commerge and even retail 
trade, and it has not escaped the attention of the differeat Governments 
as well as thinking men among the financial and mercantile com- 
munity. Innumerable plans have becn suggested and thrown aside in 
consequence of the opposition they met with from adherents of a differs. 
ent system. But now at length that the unity of Germany is happily 
accomplished, every one feels that the present ingupportuble state of 
things can no longer be endured, and that some remedy must be found 
without further loss of time. 


Last summer it was the intention of the Governments to appoiat a 
special commission to investigate the subject in all its details and draw 
up a report accompanicd by definite proposals of some plan that would 
be found practicable; but as the declaration of war precluded the ex- 
ecution, it was necessarily postponed till more quict timer, and now on the 
restoration of peace the idea has been abandoned altogether, and it seems 
now intended to draw up a system of their own and Jay it before the Ger- 
man Parliament at their next session, which will bein October next ; so 
that, if it meets their approval, the Bill may be passed immediately 
and ils provisions come into operation on New Year's Day. Though 
nothing official has transp'red with regard to the details of the new pro- 
jeet it has leaked out that the unit of the German currency will be the 
present Prussian thaler, which is to he divided into three marks of ten 
groschcns each, with decimal sub-divisious, and all the smaller coins of 
less than a mark to ve considered as change (Scheidemuenze) and not 
almissible for the payment of any sum exceeding one thaler, At the 
same time gold coins of five and ten thalers will be struck and put in 
circulation, which will be bas: d on the proportion of 1 of gold to 15} of 
silver.so that the Ib, (half-kilograimine) of gold will contain 463 (155 
by 30) thalers ; and all public. offices are to be nuthorised and 
bound to take them at their full nominal value. This plan has ab 
all cvents the merit of being very simple and casy to understand, 
whilst it abstains from any sudden and arbitrary encroachment on the 
systems now in usc, and to which the people are accustomed, and at the 
sume tine it will teach them to appreciate the advantages of a gol eur- 
reucy. Asa necessary consequence, the further coinage «* 5ver dol- 
Jars would be suspended, and those now in cireulaties withdrawn by 
degrees and successively. If the relative value oF gold and silver res 
main in the same proportion to each other a8 at present, the substitu- 
tion of a gold currency for the present silver coinage can easily be 
effected without any great expense, This project hus also the additional 
advanutaze that ie requires no special legal enactment to alter existing 
contracts MY money payments, which will all remain undisturbed, or can 
vasily be brought into harmony with the new system. 

Shortly before the close of last session the subject attracted the atten- 
tion of many members of the German Parliament—among whom were 
several well-known political cconomists and financial and mercantile 
capacities, including the represcutatives of Hamburg, Bremen, Altona, 
and Frankfort— who formed themselyes into a “ Free Commitiee ” to 
the exclusion of politics, und they hekl their first meeting under the 
chairmanship of [err Miguel, After a sitting of three hous they 
“ame to the resulution not to bring the subject before the Ilouse, as 
there was no time to carry any measure, since the prorogation was to 
take place in a few days, but rather to make their wishes knowa to the 
Chancellor of the Empire, with the request to obtain the consent of the 
Federal Council during the recess to a Bill to be brought in in the 
Qctuber scssion of the German Parliament. The Free Committee de- 
elared theinselves (1) opposed to any measure of p temporary or provi- 
sional character, or that did not bear the stamp of exprcssing some

All this isno doubt very satisfactory and encouraging as far tus it goes, 


' showing, as it does, the cdma that pervades the intuds of the Geratans 


at hone, and the gencral wish of the nation for one uniform monetary 
system, But, in my humble opinion, it does not go far cnough, and I 
foresce that Gierco debates will take place in Parliament in the cumisg 
antumual ge-siou on any such half-measure us the one described above ; 
aud J firmly believe that nothing will satisfy the nution short of the 
adoption in all its entirety of the beautifully casy and :imple French 
sistem of francs and centimes, with a gold currency, which is also 
fonnded on the metrical decimal system, and after all only forms the 
complement of the uew system of weigh!s and measures about to be 4n- 
troduced in a few months, Besides, it will fucilitate to an amaging 
extent the commercial relations of Germany with nearly all the adjoia- 
ing countries, as well as several iu other quarters ; for it should nyt be 
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lost sight of that there is now only one currency of francs and centimes 
used in Belgium, France, Switzerland, and Italy, as well as in Rou.. 
mania, Greece, and other smaller states, with a total population of a 
hundred millions of inhabitants; and that, by mutual agreement and 
international State treaties, the gold and silver coins of one country 
pess current at their full home value in all the others respectively. I 
eannot conceive the possibility of any one practically acquainted with 
the facilities and arvantages of the franc-and-centime system voting in 
favour of the adoption of any other. 


COMMERCIAL. 

The Tea market is steady, and 2,000 chests of Congou and Souchong 
‘were sold by importers at previous rates. The quality of the new Rice 
is considered satisfactory, and important sales have been effected at rather 
higher prices. The imports of the first six months of this year were 
86,000 bags, against 63,000 ditto in the corresponding period of 1870. 
There is a brisk demand for Cassia Lignea, for which 11} to 11§ sch. beo. 
has becn paid, and none is to be had now under 12. Flores commands 
more speculative attention, the present price of 144 to 15 sch. beo. being 
very low. Nearly all the stock of Pepper has been cleared off at rising 
prices, 6} sch. beo. being paid for Singapore, and 5} for Penang. Large 
deliveries of Star Aunis have tended to strengthen t!.c market and in- 
crease the demand. There being no stocks of refined Camphor in the 
market, purchasers are content to wait, and have made contracts for 
later delivery. No more sales of Spelter are reported, but the article is 
firm at 124 marks beo.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, July 12. 

Before separating for the recess the Second Chamber has given a most 
important decision. The treaty between the Governments of Holland 
and England, for the transfer of our settlements at the West Coast of 
Africa to England, was passed, but by a very small majority, viz., 34 to 
30, sixteen members being absent. The Treaty of Siak, however, 
regarding our settlements on Sumatra was rejected by 36 against 28. 
In my last letter [ told you that the Minister bad been obliged to lay 
before the members the diplomatic correspondence regarding this 
matter, and subsequently, at the request of Mr. Fransen van de Putte, 
the Minister granted the members permission to make a discreet use of 
this correspondence during the debate. Messrs. van Sypesteyn, Gra- 
tama, Nierstrasz and Mirandolle opened the battle with a vehement 
attack on the treaties. Mr. van Sypesteyn sewinded the House that he 
had protested three years ago against the transfer, and he deeply re- 
gretted that the former Minister of the Colonial Department had been 
weak enough to yield so easily to the demands of England. The Treaty 
of Sink was in his eyes nothing better than a humiliation ; our rights 
fixed by the treaty of 1824 would be completely annulled by it. Mr. 
Gratama demonstrated that the transfer was unnecessary, that we 
should not obtain any equivalent by the Siak treaty; Holland, 
asa colonial Power, would be humiliated, and its prestige abandoned. 
Messrs. Nierstrasz and Mirandolle indicated, in very able speeches, 
that the rights which were granted by England in return for 
whe transfer were of no importance, and that the difficulties in 
The ‘we were periodically involved in Sumatra would still obtain. 
‘at ears evinced by England of injury to the interests of British 
ers (resident. in Sumatra) could have been removed by the positive 
engagement of our Goveenment to introduce free-trade principles in 


our cvlonies, and probably NGtewd would then have supported the ex- 
tension of our authority in Sumatra. The Government had tried to 


hush discontented traders by making inexcusable tencessions to English 
subjects. The connection between the treaties was also n point of much 
complaint. Messrs, Rombach, Cremers, Breduis, and ’sJacob acfoaded 
the treaties. The transfer was not at all, it was said, derogatory to our 
honour ; we lived under cireamstances which were wholly changed ; 
the slave trade was abolished, which rendered it unnecessary for us to 
maintain our position on the Gold Coast ; the policy of trade was altered, 
and free-trade principles enabled Dutch merchants to trade as well in 
the English as in the Dutch settlements. To establish undertakings of 
agriculture at the Coast was not thought advisable; a million of guil- 
ders would be required, and even this sum would not be sufficient for 
the purpose. A war with Ashantee would probably ensue if we did not 
transfer our settlements. It was stated, they further said, that the 
negroes wished to live under our authority, and they had addressed the 
Chamber to that effect. But what did addresses signify from natives 
who do not understand one word of the Dutch language? It is true that 
they wished most eagerly to be protected by our military force 
when they returned from their pillaging expeditions ; but was 
that sympathy? Even England had at one time entertained the 
project to abandon the Gold Coast ; why should we not do it now that 
these settlements are of no use to us? We do not sell them, we only sell 
our fortresses and other property. It is a beautiful argument that we 
should keep what our forefathers conquered ; but do not bark if you 
cannot bite. The defenders of the treaties then proceeded to demon- 
strate that the Siak Treaty did contain an equivalent—namely, the sti- 
pulation that England should not oppose the extension of our authority 
in the States of Siak, Sree-Indrapoura, and Atsjeen. 

In the third sitting, Messrs. Hasselman and de Casembroot attacked 
the treaties, but not so vehemently as did Mr. Fransen van de Putte, 
who, in the strongest possible language, condemned the behaviour of Mr, 
de Waal. The transfer of the African settlements he approved of; ac- 
cording to his opinion it was impossible to do tho natives a greater ser- 
vice, but the Treaty of Siak he condemned. He demonstrated that we 
had an indisputable right to establish our authority in Siak. But, not- 
withstanding his opposition, Mr. Van de Putte feared for difficulties with 
Bagland, and, ufter having protested against the expression “ Perfide 
Albion,” ased by one of the speakers, advised the ratification of both the 
treaties. Mr. Gericke, Minister of Foreign Affairs, defended the treaties, 
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and the Minister of the Colonial Department said that in 1867 th 
Chamber had demonstrated the necessity for the transfer, with which 
advice he was now acting in accordance; he called the African posses- 
sions articles de luxe, meaning that we are not able to defend the native 
pepalation without a vast expenditure.

The 
fate of the Ministerial proposals I have already stated. 

In the last sitting of this Session the Minister for Foreign Affairs an- 
nounced that, in consequence of the rejection of the Siak Treaty (the 
Dagblad mentions that negotiations for another one will be opened at 
the Court of St. James’s), the consideration of the Treaty with Great 
Britain concerning immigration into the Dutch ions is provi- 
sionally postponed. Mr. Fransen van de Putte inquired when the Mi- 
nister of the Colonial Department will introduce his proposals for the 
revision of the East Indie tariff; Mr. van Bosse stuted that probably it 
will be laid before the members in September next. The members of 
the First Chamber will meet on the 18th inst., but of course they will 
not be a long time together in the Royal residency, which is gradually 
being filled with princely guests in attendance on the marriage of Prin- 
cess Marie with the German Prince Zu Wied. 

The election in Haarlem of a member for the Second Chamber has 
proved a success for the Liberal party, Mr. Kappeyne van de Coppello 
being returned by 894 votes. The Conservative candidate, Mr. W. 
Baron van Goltstein, formerly a member for Hoorn, only polled 483 
votes. To-day the elections took place for members of the First Cham- 
ber. Up to this moment the followiug gentlemen have been returned: 
—Messrs. G. A. de Raadt, J. W. Hein (South Holland), H. Rabusen, 
D. C. de Dieu Fontein (North Holland), G. R. G. van Swinderes 
(Friesland), C. Geertsema (Groningen), W. H. Cost Jordens (Overyssel), 
Van Pallandt (Gelderland), W. C. Borsuis (Zeeland), C. J. A. van 
Ryckevorsel and G. A. Vos de Wael (North Brabant), L. L. G. M. de 
Villers de Pité (Limburg). 

The first seagoing vessels passed yesterday through the new canal 
from Rotterdam to the North Sea; they drew twenty-eight decimeters 
of water. If this Canal proves a success, it will greatly promote the 
welfare of our town, At every point workmen are busy demolishing 
houses, to make room for the railway, which is destined to cross right 
through Rotterdam. 

Rumours have been spread that the Prins van Oranje, a steamer 
built for account of the Nederlands Company, was more or less seri- 
ously damaged while being launched on the Clyde. These on déts are 
quite unfounded. This ship arrived at Texel to-day, and in a few weeks 
will start for Batavia. . : 

From a good source I hear that the fortress of Bois-le-Duc is to be 
dismantled. 

Some days since an examination took place at Delfs of functionaries 
for the civil service of Netherlands India. Amongst the successful 
candidates was Mr. Radhen Mas Ismangoen, a grandson of the Em- 
peror of Djocjocarta. 

According to official returns of our trade in 1870 the total of our ex- 
ports during that year amounted to 938,440,070, and our imports to 
f.1,162,353,006. 

PRODUCE MARKETS.

The meeting to which reference was made in our last issue, for 
the purpose of taking into consideration the system adopted by 
steamship owners, of printing bills of lading for the Far East 
containing clauses which practically annul their liability, was 
held on the 11th inst., under the presidency of Mr. R. W. Craw- 
ford, M.P. Mr. Magniac, M.P., moved a resolution appointing a 
committee of merchants to consider the special stipulations intro- 
duced into bills of lading for steam vessels, and to confer thereon 
with the representatives of steamship owners and underwriters 
with the view of drawing up a general bill of Jading, which shall 
be equitable in its conditions to all parties, and of arranging such 
a method of settling the freight as may remedy existing irregu- 
larities. This resolution was unanimously agreed to, and a sub- 
scription entered into to defray any expenses that might be in- 
curred. The proceedings at the meeting are fully reported in 
another column. 

Tt is announced that the half-yearly interest due on the 1st 
August, on the Imperial Government of Japan Customs Loan 
for £1,000,000 sterling, will be paid by Messrs. J. Henry Schroder 
and Oo. on and after that date. 

The report of the directors of the British Indian Extension 
Telegraph Company, to be presented at the meeting on the 21st 
inst., has been issued. The report says :— 

The traffic receipts show a satisfactory result. From the opening of 
the line in January last up to 30th June, the receipts of the company, 
in excess of its expenses, have amounted approximately to £19,500, 
which enable the directors to declare an interim dividend, free of in- 
come-tax, for the half-year at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. The 
traffic has increased since the recent opening of the China line on the 
8th of June, and the anticipated completion of the Australinn line at 


the end of the present year gives promise of a large increase of traffic 
over this company’s cable. ‘ ; 

In accordance with the resolution passed at an extraordinary general 

matetlag of the company on June 26, 1870, the terminus of the line was 
changed from Point de Galle to Madras, from which latter place the 
cable has accordingly been laid to Singapore, touching at Penang; the 
additional cost of this change was met by the issue of debentures to the 
amount of £14,500. The line was opened for through traffic on Jan. 4 
last. Owing to the unexpectedly high temperature af the sea in the Pe- 
nang-Singapore section, the insulation, which varies very rapidly with 
temperature, did not in that section strictly comply with the contract 
standard. The company’s engineers advised, however, that the cable was 
substantially perfect in every respect. The directors have arranged to 
deduct £7,500 from the shares due to the contractors as a compromise 
of all questions arising upon the contract by reason of the technical non- 
compliance with the conditions of specification, An arrangement hus 
been made with the China Submarine Telegraph Company for the joint 
purchase of the steamship Agnes, which is fully fitted us a cable ship ; 
the vessel is stationed at Singapore, and is available for executing re- 
pairs to the cable should they at any time be required. The purchase 
has been arranged for the sum of £19,300, of which this company’s share 
has been paid by the issue of debentures to the amount of £9,500, bear- 
ing intcrest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, the balance of £150 
being paid in cash. Since the laying of the cable a slight fault do- 
veloped itself in the Straits of Malacca, about half-way between Singa- 
pore and Penang, which did not interfere with the working of the line ; 
and it was repaired in the course of a few hours on the 7th June. 

The Telegraph Construction Company has declared a dividend 
of 12s. per share for the half-year, being at the rate of 10 per 
cent. per annum. 

At the meeting of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta Telegraph 
Company (Limited), held on the 11th inst.,a dividend was de- 
clared for the half-year at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum. 

It is proposed to reduce the shares of the Union Marine Insur- 


ance Company from £50 to the nominal value of £20 per share.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for June indicate a continuance 
of the recent strong revival in nearly every department of busi- 
ness, the declared value of our exportations having amounted to 
£19,258,233, which is £1,950,309, more than 11 per cent., in ex- 
eess of the total for the corresponding month of last year, and 
15 per cent. above that of June, 1869. This increase has again 
been distributed over nearly all the principal articles of our pro- 
duce or manufacture, In cotton yarn it is 14 per cent. in value 
and 20 per cent. in quantity, in cotton manufactures 1 per cent, 
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in value and 7 per cent. in quantity, in earthenware 19 per 
cent. in value, in haberdashery 38 per cent., in hardware 
12 per cent., in machinery 10 per cent., in linen manufactures 
21 per cent., in silk manufactures 32 per cent., in woollen 
manufactures 46 per cent., and in miscellaneous 11 per cent 
Iron figures for a reduction of 3 per cent., and coal 5 per cent. 
Much of the prevailing activity has evidently been due to the 
improved character of our colonial trade. The importations of 
the month have comprised 2,453,851 ewt. of which, valued at 
£1,468,647, against 1,944,299 cwt., valued at £1,068,864, in the 
corresponding month of last year. Of cotton the importations 
have been 1,016,717 cwt., valued at 4£3,426,732, against 895,702 
ewt., valued at £4,268,871, in the corresponding month of last 
year. The total declared value of our exportations for the first 
half of the present jyear has been £101,637,970, showing an in- 
crease of nearly 5 per cent. over the corresponding half of 1870, 
and about 11 per cent. over that of 1869.

To these accounts there have also come to hand tele- 
grams from Singapore, noting an advance there on Mace to $96 
per picul, and on Nutmegs to 270 per picul, with light 
supplies. Considerable eales of Nutmegs have been made at 92}c. 
for English cases, and 95 for Penang, and of Mace of $1.50 for prime, 
with more disposition to buy at these figures than to scll. Stocks 
are held with much confidence, based upon the fact that, owing to 
the low prices that ruled for Nutmegs in the primary markets pre- 
vious to 1868, when, for several years the quotation at Singapore stood 
at from $28 to 40 per picul, growers became discouraged, and, to a 
great extent, abuhdoned the culture of the plantations. More re- 
cently, when remuncrative prices have been obtained, new plantations 
have been set out; but, inasmuch as the trees do not bear under from 
fivé to seven years, supplies cannot be augmented for come time to 
cofie. The corisumption forthe past two or three years has been 
largely made up of the old stock that had accumulated in the markets 
of Karope, but a4 these have now run down pretty low, it would seem 
that the expectation of full, if not advanced prices in the immediate 
fature are not without foundation. The other descriptions are steady 
at our quoted rates, without special movement.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

The following notice has been issued from the Hydrographic office 
of the Admiralty. 

With reference to Notice to Mariners No. 104, dated 10th December, 
1869, respecting the Suez Canal and directions for its pilotage, the 
following additional information, chiefly from Captain Nares, of H.M. 
eurvering ship Newport, is iagued for the guidence o! mariners using 
the canal :— 

Port Sarp.—No material change affecting navigation has taken 
place in the approach since the survey made in 1870, with the excep- 
tion that the detached bank lying 1} miles to the eastward of the 
entrance has almost disappeared, the depth over it having increased 
from 12 and 14 to 20 feet; the buoy marking it has in consequence 
been removed. At Port Ibrahim the main entrance of the docks and 
a considerable portion of the north basin has been dredged to 24 feet. 

Sugz CanaL.—By the regulations of the Canal Company all vessels 
are required to have a head and stern anchor ready for letting go, 
also hawsers for warps; and all vessels measuring over 100 tous are 
bound to take a pilot. The deepest water is, in all cases, in the centre 
of the canal; in passing through, it is therefore more a question of 
careful steerage to keep the ship exactly in the centre, than of pilotage, 
and it is probable that the commander will be better acquainted with 
the behaviour of his own vessel than the pilot, who is a stranger to 
her. In the broad portions, particularly in the south part of the Bitter 
Lake, where the shallow water bears a large proportion to the deeper 
channel, great care is required in the navigation. Between Port Said 
and Kantara the depth of water that can be relied on at present is 23 
and 24 feet, and patches of the same depth are found in other parts of 
the canal, but wherever these patches occur a dredge is always at work 
in the vicinity. The channel through Lake Timeah is completed to 
27 and 28 feet, and the dredging of the anchorage space on the lake 
will shortly be commenced. Mooring bollards at a cable apart are 
fixed in the banks; they will bear sufficient strain to cant the 
largest ship. In the event of getting hard aground, the best shore 
anchor is found to be a spar buried horizontally on the inner side of 
the bank with perpendicular planks in front, the hawser being led 
through a cutting. The iron beacons on the several lakes are placed 
136 feet on either side of the centre of the deep water in the channel. 
In passing round a curve in the canal, the bow of the vessel should be 
kept as near the inner, or convex, side as possible, and previous to 
rounding, the engines of steam vessels should be stopped, that she 
may pass it at the slowest speed. The only serious damage which 
vessels are liable to sustain in passing through the canal is from the 

ropeller coming in contact with the bank; it is necessary, therefore, 
n any class of vessel, to proceed at slow speed, and large ships may 
find it advantageous to avail themselves of the services of the com- 
pers tugs in preference to beara | their own screws. When the wind 
lows across the canal care must be tuken to prevent the ship drifting 
to leeward, and all unavailable top gear that will hold wind should be 
sent down. It would be preferable to atop and secure to the bollards 
rather than to risk damaging the screw by using it near the lee bank. 

Svrz.— At the mouth of Suez creek allowance should be made for 
the strong tidal current which sets across the canal, and frequently in 
the contrary direction of the current in the canal. The tidal stream 
between Suez and Chalouf turns to the northward two hours before high 
water at Suez, and runs for seven hours. It commences to run south one 
hour before low water at Suez, and continues 54 hours. At full and 
change of moon the tidal stream runs north from 9h. 30m. to 4h 
30m., and south from 4h. 80m. to 10h. Om. It has been recommende
